head of the Soviet studies de­ 
partm ent at Yale. He had been 
traveling in Russia as a tour­ 
ist when he was picked up.

refusal 
even to allow American offi­ 
cials to see him, the U n i t e d 
States today canceled negotia­ 
tions with the Soviets on a new 
cultural 
exchange 
agreement.

Secs “ Serious Effect” 


His arrest, the President said, 
could have a “ most serious ef­ 
fect” on efforts to widen U.S.- 
Soviet cultural, educational and 
scientific 
exchanges. 
Kennedy 
said he had ‘‘understood” R us­ 
sia had wanted to expand these 
exchanges. 


Kennedy described Barghoorn 
as a distinguished scholar and 
noted 
that the professor had 
been active in past U.S.-Soviet 
exchange program s.

Jo Ann Bradbury, 16, of 12 
Rita Road, and a close friend. 
Elaine Choby, 16, of 23 Olivia 
Drive, both live in Lower Make­ 
field and 
know almost 
every 
pebble in the road. 
The girls had just walked past 
Pennsbury High, their school 
They had come to the nar­ 
row spot in the road, where the 
creek bed passes underneath 
The girls wore black Pennsbury 
jackets. Elaine had borrowed an 
old one from Jo Ann. Only the 
bright gold letter, “ P ” , shone in 
the dusk. 
And then a shiny car sped 
toward them, coming from the 
rear. And this was the trip that 
Jo Ann was to remember for a 
long, long time. 
The car struck Jo Ann on the 
left side, throwing her onto the 
side of the road. Elaine escaped 
injury. 
Jo 
Ann 
lay 
semi-conscious 
along the roadside. Elaine hov­ 
ered over her, glanced up to see 
the driver bolting away in his 
shiny new red and white Thun­ 
derbird. 
Jo Ann, suffering body bruises 
and a hurt wrist, lay motionless. 
There 
was 
no 
one 
else 
around. “ I ’ll get help,” Elaine 
said, rising. 
“ No, don’t,” said Jo Ann, only

The failure of the uprising 
was viewed by political observ­ 
ers here as a defeat for follow­ 
ers of extremist Deputy Pre­ 
mier Saleh E l Saadi and a vic­ 
tory for the premier, Maj.

The fighting broke out shortly 
after Baghdad Radio announced 
that Saadi had been dismissed 
from his party post.
